rangements for A ttem p t 


Brussels.—E rnest D em uyter, the 
Belgian balloonist and four times 
w inner of the Gordon Bennett cup, 
is planning to m ake the first trans­ 
atlantic balloon flight. 
With Engineer E. Charlier, who 
accom panied 
him 
on 
a 
recent 
flight, D em uyter has been study­ 
ing the possibilities *of the venture. 
Considerable prelim inary work will 
be necessary, he states, before the 
attem p t can be m ade. 
He thinks 
Lakehurst, N. J., the best place 
for the start. 
“ I need a balloon with a capaci­ 
ty of about 24,000 cubic feet,” he 
said. 
“ Given that, I am prepared 
to 
prove 
the 
Atlantic 
can 
be 
crossed in one. 
“ The object, should the scheme 
m aterialize, will be to dem onstrate 
the possibility of extensive trips 
by free balloon in a given direction 
and the regularity of atm ospheric 
currents. 
“ The flight would add consider­ 
ably to our present knowledge of 
the atm osphere, and be beneficial 
to air travel in general. 
“ I would select L akehurst for the 
takeoff because of the fine scientific 
equipm ent to be found there, and 
the people I know there would as­ 
sist m e.”

districts of Poitou and Saintonge 
alw ays have been the strongholds 
of Protestantism in 
F ra n c e and 
ev e r since the days of Catholic 
persecution the P ro testan ts have 
buried their dead on their farm s. 
T he people of Poitou are affable 
and 
readily' p erm it stran g ers to 
pass tnrough the fa rm s to little 
fam ily 
cem eteries 
which 
usually 
a r e situated some fifty yard s be­ 
hind the house. 
A space about the 
size of a lr i ge room, enclosed with­ 
in a thick hedge, a cyprus tree at 
ea ch corner, is th e 
last resting 
place of those who have labored on 
th e farm .

finds

humble 
graves, a wooden c ro ss here and 
there. 
Tombstones a r e rare. The 
cem eteries never grow in size, for 
th e new est grave is dug in the dust 
of the oldest. 


W hole Town Air Cooled 
by Texas Inventor’s Plan 
Lubbock, T exas.—If a proposal 
subm itted to the city com m ission 
here by A. J. Richardson, m em ber 
of th a t body and an inventor of 
note, is adopted the stre e ts of Lub­ 
bock will be the first of any munici­ 
pality in the world to be air cooled. 
It was declared by Richardson 
th a t an air-cooling system for the 
business streets of the city could

by

tor. 
An allocation of 5211,500 was 
m ade during 1535 for the project, 
which completed nearly 5,000 talk- I 
ing book m achines and provided j 
jobs for 300 m en, many of whom 
are blind. 
This number is expect- 1 
ed to be doubled with the new allo- j 
cation. 
Talking books have been distrib­ 
uted and are now in use rn every I 
state in the United States, Honolulu ! 
and Alaska, and in the leper col- j 
onies in Louisiana and Honolulu, 
Mr. W illiams said. 
A total of 4.992 m achines have 
been m ade and distributed by the 
Library of Congress, sponsor for 
the project, through state com m is­ 
sions for the blind and 27 m ain 
distributing libraries of the m ain 
library. 
Free distribution has been 
m ade to settlem ent houses, hos­ 
pitals, com m unity centers and oth­ 
er places where there are blind per­ 
sons. 
The m achines are loaned for 
an indefinite period just as library 
books are loaned for two weeks. 
The blind reader m ay keep the 
m achine and apply for new sets of 
records as often 
as he desires. 
Both m achines 
and 
records 
are 
mailed free in special containers. 
M artin Roberts, assistant librari­ 
an of the L ibrary of Congress and 
federal director of the project, es­ 
tim ated 
that 
5,000 m ore 
talking 
books could be m ade, with several 
hundred spring-driven m achines for 
use in localities w here there is no 
electricity. 
Records for the talking books are 
m ade by radio and stage artists, 
many of wnom donate their sei v- 
iees.
